islation increasing social security 
benefits at least $5 a month for

It is expected to 
cost about 300 million dollars a 
year.

Infuriated Sweden

Stockholm, Sweden (IP) — In-

NO PARKING. GROANING; ZONING. MOANING 


Perspiration-drenched 
Warren lolls back in a 


sticky chair, fans itself with a folded newspaper or a 
dilapidated leaf of willow, and takes stock of events 
which keep boiling away in the municipal pot, not 
even graced by a fire underneath. Ample heat is 
generated by a sorry situation in the business 
district which doesn't provide ample parking space 
for the potential customer who has money in his 
pocket and wants to buy what he needs right here 
in Warren. 
* 


The heat rolls down from the hills and the 


sticky chair gives a terrible groan as the occupant 
suddenly remembers that he has heard of the prob- 
able departure from the center of Warren of one of 
its leading stores, the Loblaw grocery, to become the 
center unit of a new shopping center planned at North 
Warren with every provision for plenty of parking. 


And from a juke box across the street, an am- 


bitious crooner moans and groans a timely lament 
about having "come a little too early too late." 


Parking and zoning seem to be mixed right in with 


the singer's groaning and moaning. 


Direct from the main offices of the Loblaw Com- 


pany in Buffalo has come word that the firm does not 
want to leave Warren for a new location even as ,near 
as the proposed North Warren shopping center, nor 
does it want to affiliate itself with any such proposed 
development north along Route 62, except as a last 
resort. 


Having already invested in a large piece of prop- 


erty on Fourth avenue, near Hickory street, Loblaw's 
is prepared to acquire more property and construct 
a store building which will be a credit to that neigh- 
borhood, to Warren, and which will enhance proper- 
ty values in that section 
the latter statement 


made by realtors closely in touch with the situation. 


That action must be taken, and at once, by the 


Zoning Board fe recognized as a fact by Warren 
business men in general and the Board in particular. 
Warren's business section must expand, and expand it 
will, but in which direction? Fourth avenue is the 
section which will ultimately be added to the business 
section. Whether it be now or In the future, it is 
sure to happen. 
The block in which Loblaw's would 


build a great new store is listed as Class 3 residential, 
which prohibits such construction. 
It is up to the 


Zoning Board to act at once toward making an ex- 
ception in this case or to change the listing to 
Commercial: 


If expansion in the Fourth avenue area was con- 


sidered to be improbable or unnecessary, then action 
by the Zoning Board could be delayed until some time 
in the future. But no breath of air has developed 
to give relief from the heat of the boiling cauldron: 
Loblaw's is faced with an immediate decision wheth- 
er to affiliate itself with the new North Warren shop- 
ping center. The store, in its present location, is at- 
tempting to do more business than can be handled11 
in such limited quarters, and without adequate park- 
ing facilities for customers. 


Even the independent grocer believes the Lob- 


law store, as a part of the business district, to be a 
valuable asset to Warren. The big grocery establish- 
ment drawg trade for every other business institu- 
tion in Warren. Its removal to a site outside the bor- 
ough would be close'ly akin to the loss of a Warren 
industry to some nearby town.

relief today from hot and muggy 
weather that has enveloped most 
of the Eastern half of. the nation. 


The mid-June blast of midsum- 


mer heat and humidity left a death 
toll of more than 125, including 
19 heat prostrations and 109 
drowmngs. 


The break in the heat^ wave 


over the Midwest came after sev- 
eral days of temperatures in the 
90s and above 100. 


The cool air mass from the Pa- 


cific Northwest, with refreshing 
showers, first hit the plains states 
and temporarily ended the more 
than week-long siege of collar- 
wilting 
weather. 
Temperatures 


were from 15 to 25 degrees lower 
yesterday fram the Dakotas south- 
ward to the Texas Panhandle. 


The heat-snapping air 
mass 


moved into other hot spots In the 
Midwest during the night.

cago, limp from two straight days 
of 95 temperatures, received the 
cool air and showers shortly before 
midnight. The temperature drop- 
ped into the high 60's after the 
hottest day in nearly three years.
